Korea Pictorial reporter: You look hale 
and hearty for your age. Td like to know 
bout your husband, 

‘Un Yong Nam! Now I am nearly 80, and 
nearly 40 years have elapsed since my 
husband passed away: 

‘After ap many years, though, the songs 
my husband composed in the past are 
popular among the people. Whenever I 
hear many af the songs he had camposed 
during and after the Fatherland Libera 
tion War being widely sung, I recall the 
days of some 50 years previously, when he 
Sef off far the snow-covered Chongean 
Plain with a knapsack of scrolls of music 
papers on his shoulder 

He often said that he got his musical 
thoughts by listening to the ballad melo- 
dies of the Chongsan-ri people, matured 
them through hus experiences’ with the 
farmers, and at last composed the song "A 
Bumper Harvest in the Chongsan Plain,” 
Incorporating the farmers’ delight at their 
sold harvest 

People asked him where he got such 
novel melodies at the start of the song 
‘And he answered that he waa inspired by 
the sounds of a pedal-drwen threshing 
machine. He then faid he only put on his 
music papers the reality af the country 
and the delight of the Korean farmers, 
‘who realized their long-cherished desire of 
Becoming the real masters of land 

Indeed, ihe was filled with ardent love 
for his country and people 

ig stil vivid in my memory when we 
first met-At that time my husband, hold-

Reporter: Your husband was a gifted 
‘composer, I think. 


Un: I dan’ think so, He became a fa 
mous composer in the embrace of the 
Republic. 

He was born on June 30, 1916, when 
Korea was under the military occupation 
of the Japanese imperialists, at the then 
Phunghae Sub-county, Songhwa County 
of Hwanghae Province (now the seat of 
Kiwail County of South Hwanghae Prov 
incel. He was a second son of @ poor 
‘Woman diver. He grew up listening to'sad 
melodies of his mother's singing and de- 
Veloping his sense of music.

‘motherland General Kim Il Sung won 
bbacke Such famous war-time songeaa "To 
Decisive Battie” and "My Song in the 
‘Trench’ he composed greatly inspired the

Tie was calm and a man of few wards in 
ordinary times; but he used to change 
{nto a man of enthusiasm when compos. 
ing the songs, because he was greatly 
excited by the fact that the ordinary peo- 
ple became the genuine masters of the 
Eountry.

National Flower of the DPRK 


Magnolia 


he national flower of the Democ- 
ratie People's Republic of Korea is 
the magnolia 

President Kim Il Sung, saying that the 
magnolia flower can be regarded aa the 
king of flowers because it is fragrant as 
wells beautiful, and its ree bears fruits 
and has great adaptability to the sur 
oundings, designated it as Korea's na 
tonal flower, 

Magnolia is a deciduous shrub or a 
hnjgh tree which grows of itself or i cult 
vated in all regions except the northern, 
highlands of Korea 

Tt grows 2 to 5 m tall, and its flowers 
‘bloom between late May and mid-June. 

‘A large, aromatic and beautiful white 
flower, #19 10 em in diameter, comes into 
‘bloom at the tip of the branches in the 
order of the spreading. Colours of petal, 
Stamen and pistl are so harmoniously 


blended that the flower is very beautifil 
Its flowers last for about one weele 

Leaves alternate and have shart leaf 
stall They are oval-shaped and 12-14 
fem long and 5-10 cm wide. Some are 
Digger, 25 em long and 15 em wide. They 
are deep green and glossy on the upper 
Side, and greyish green and. thickly 
covered with white trichomes on the 
other 

Tn autumn seeds in oval-shaped pods, 
5.6 cm long and 3-5em round, are borne 
When they are ripened, pods become split 
apart, each producing two red seed balls, 
‘which hang pendulously by ‘cottonlike 
threads before falling on the ground. 

Tt can be propagated by seed or by 
grafting, layering, separating roots and

Changsong 
Confucian School 


‘mong the historical relics of Korean architecture is 
found Changsong Confucian Schoo! in Changsong 
County, North Phyongan Province 

‘The building stands halfway up the hill, exposed to the 
south, some 300m away from Nae Stream running 
through the county seat 

Teas set up in the early days of the feudal Joson as the 
first institution to teach the children of the aristocratic 
class in the village feudalistic Confucian ideas and ethics, 

Its written on the ridgepole of the building that it was 
reconstructed in 1765: 

Tn the front of the building is Myongryun Hall erected on 
fan embankment faced with stones, Iie 15.4m in front and 
5.6m on the flank, has no walls and is gable-roofed with 
double eaves. 

[At the back ofthe hall are found Tong-mu and So-mu, 
gabled houses with double caves built on a terraced 
ground facing each other. 

"Taesong Hall which stands behind them is also a gabled 
hhouse with double eaves, measuring 11.15 m in front and 
7.1 m on the flank. Its pillars and root brackets are ex 
uisitely dovetailed, and slender-ribbed doors are attached 
{0 push aside. 

‘Changeong Confucian School has unique features of 
composition and placement common tp such buildings of 
those days, thus Fepresenting the contemporary architec 
ture and management of Confucian schools.
